At BakersAeld, after a trial lasting 
eight days the jury in tbe case of 
Patton Palmer, charged with the mur¬ 
der of William Nicholas, last week 
brought in a verdict of not guilty. 
j'The jury was out two hours and took 
I four ballots before reaching an agree¬ 
ment. Palmer was charged in con¬ 
nection with three others with having 
killed Nicholas, a pioneer of the 
county, at a small mountain station 
and robbed him of his money. The 
other three accused men plead guilty 
and testiAed against Palmer, but 
yeuug Palmer stoutly maintained his 
innocence. 

A new State law of sweeping effect 
is now in force and under it all tbe 
saloons will be compelled to move in 
Folsom to the extreme southern edge 
of the town limits. The last Legisla¬ 
ture amended section 172 of the Penal 
Code so that it prohibits the existence 
of any place for the sale of malt or 
spirituous liquors liquors within two 
miles of the grounds upon which any 
State prison or reformatory is locat¬ 
ed. It also prohibits the sale of li¬ 
quor within a mile and a half of any 
home for disabled soldiers, and with- 
in a mile of the grounds upon which 
the ,buildings of the University of 
California are located. It is declared 
that the latter provision will wipe out 
those saloons in San Francisco that 
are within a mile of the AfBliated 
Colleges, which are part of the uni¬ 
versity. _

San Francisco.—Interest has been 
revived in the mysterious death of 
Mrs. Jane L. Stanford by the publi¬ 
cation of an advertisement in behalf 
of Welton Stanford of Sohnectady, N. 
Y., offering $1000 reward for “infor¬ 
mation leading to the arrest and con- 
victiou ot parties responsible for the 
death of the late Jane Lathrop Stan¬ 
ford.’’ Welton Stanford is a sou of 
the Charles Stanford, deceased, who 
was a brother of Senator Lelaud Stan¬ 
ford. According to Mountford S. 
Wilson, attorney for Mrs. Stanford, 
Welton Stanford received a legacy of 
gl00,0(X) from the estate of Senator 
Stanford and also received a consid¬ 
erable portion of his father’s estate.

COUNTY GAME LAW. 

D»teii on Which Gnme nnd Pith 
Mny Be Taken or Killed. 


The Fcdinj in SKramento and Placer 
Against the Asiatks Monopoliz¬ 
ing the FruH Industry Is 
Growing Steadily. 


Sacramento.—A Japanese named T. 
Hokima is under arrest here on tbe 
charge cf smuggling away from his 
strawberry garden at Florin a portion 
of the crop which had been mortgaged 
to E. Oppenbeim, a prominent mer¬ 
chant of Florin. Tbe crop bad been 
attached by Oppenbeim on tbe charge j 
that the Jap was swindling him by 
clandestinely disposing of the product 
of the strawberry vines, which, under 
the contract, were to be bandied sole¬ 
ly by Oppenbeim. 

For a number of years tbe people of 
Florin have been ardent supporters of 
tbe Japanese cultivators of strawber¬ 
ries. Oppenbeim was one of the priu- 
oipal admirers of the Japanese and 
supplied capital for a number of them 
to go into business, taking mortgages 
on tbe orop, with tbe provision that 
he should have the exclusive privilege 
of marketing the product iu order to 
secure himself from loss. 

At tbe beginning of this season Op- 
penheim made contracts with a num¬ 
ber of, expert Japanese strawberry 
growers on this basis, supplying them 
with means of subsistence, tools, 
land: plants, fertllflUrs, etc. When 
the crop began .^o ripen Oppenbeim 
was surprised to note that be was get¬ 
ting a very sBMill quantity of berries 
fo,' eager customers 

in InMland, Beattie and other points. 
He set a detective to watch tbe Japa¬ 
nese, and found that they were secret¬ 
ly taking out the best part of tbe ber- 
I ries and selling them on their own ac- 
I count, and were tendering him only 
[the inferior product, for which he re- 
I ceived unsatisfactory returns. 

Tbe result of the discovery of dis¬ 
honesty on the part of the Japanese 
is that Oppenbeim has attached seven 
of the wily little brown men and by 
force of law will attempt to get buck 
ut least part of tbe money which be 
lent tbe Japanese gardeners. 

For some time a bitter discussion 
has been raging at Florin and Orange 
i Vale, in Sacramento county, and 
! Roseville, in Placer county, regarding 
j the advisability of allowing Japanese 
! to monopolize the fruit-growing busi- 
! ness to the exclusion of white fami- 
I lies. 

Since the attaching of the seven 
I debtors mentioned tbe opponents of 
< tbe Japanese have taken courage and 
i will wage with even greater energy 
i tbe campaign which they have begun 
' against the Jupunose iu tbe communi- 
i ties mentioned.

Fashion.s In acting and fash¬ 
ions In playwriting have come and gone, but they left him iinchangetL It 
is a vindication of the real worth of his art and of his own Judgment there¬ 
of that the last few years found him still charming large audiences in the 
same great old plays wherein he won his fume.
